CROP CONDITIONS 

In Montgompry County — Rain Is 
Badly Needed and Crops In 
General Are Drying Up. 

Montgomery county crops are 

very badly in need of rain, and 
just at present arc l^eiiiy daniiijretl 
more by the drought than for 
some time. The ground is as 
dry as a bone and in nearly every 
lield dust can i)e easily shoveled 
up by cart loatls. Grass is burn- 
ing up and water in the Helds is 
yettin^r very low, cauviny stock of 
all kiiid> lo have to hurtle lo yet 
anything to eat. Tiie liay and 
oats crop have both been harvest- 
ed ami put away. In the hay 
liei(K evtM vthiny was cut, weeds 
and all, and with that the crop is 
very poor and no good iuiy can be 
found. It is being retailed at- 
from ^±2 to ^-Jl pei- ton. 

The oats crop is very inferior 
and while a considerable acreage 
was cut most of it was full of 
weeds, and will iii;d<e very little 
feeil, and that, loo, will ix- (piiie 
common. Tlie uutlouk is very 
poor for winter feed and farmers 
are putting up eyelytllin;^ that 
looks like it will make wii.ter 
prevender. 

Corn and tobacco also need rain- 
fall badly. The corn, early plant- 
ing, wiiicli lia» all been laid liy 
and is tasseliny with well formcik 
ears, indicating a good yield, is be- 
ing daily damaged for want of 
moisture, while the late planting 
is being stunted in its growth aiid 
will not make go(jd corn. 

Unless rain comes soon the 
early planting will dry up coin- 
pU'Lidv. Some toi)acco is in good 
shape, ijut ihe iaryer part is al- 
most a failure and without rainfall 
this week it look^Iike il will l)e an 
entire rnilnr(\ With all the rail; 
t:iat can possil>ly fall there aj'C 
some fields of tobacco which will 
I not be worth cuttinu: at all. 

Stock of :dl icii! Is sue not doin<i 
well on account of ihe drouyht in 
many sections and as a whole 
Montgomery county i-> sullering 
m«)re now for water than for the 
entire summer, creeks and ponds 
are getting very low and in some 
instances absolutely dry, with 
(hinkiiiy- water on some farms 
yelliny scarce. 

Gardens are burning up and 
! vegetation dryinir on the vines, 
((ireat daiuayo is beiiiu do;;e to 
watermelons ami cautalou;'es 
throughout the county.
